LOCATION. 

The  Lakeland  Nurseries  are  located  at  an  elevation  of  225  feet  above 
sea-level,  three  blocks  north  of  Public  Square,  Lakeland,  Polk  County, 
Florida.  The  land  upon  which  our  nurseries  are  situated  is  conceded  to  be  the 
best  for  growing  citrus  nursery  stock;  producing  a  very  fine  grade  of  trees, 
with  a  root  system  of  great  strength  and  vigor,  rendering  transplanting  safe 
and  easy. 

QUALITY  OF  STOCK. 

All  of  our  trees  are  grown  to  stakes,  and  are  straight,  thrifty,  budded  at 
the  ground  and  well  rooted.  The  bulk  of  our  supply  of  trees  this  year  are 
propagated  on  sour  and  grape  fruit  roots  with  a  limited  supply  on  rough  lemon 
roots,  from  five  to  six  years  old  in  nurseries.  We  advocate  the  sour  orange 
and  grape  fruit  roots  for  several  reasons.  The  most  prominent  is  that  neither 
one  is  subject  to  the  Foot  Rot  and  the  Pomelo  has  no  equal  as  to  growth  on 
either  low  or  high  lands,  but  prefer  the  sour  on  the  low  lands.  Said  one  of  our 
best  known  and  most  successful  orange  growers  (Mr.  E.  H.  Hart) :  "After  the 
progressive  orange  grower  has  become  satiated  with  the  pastime  of  extracting 
sweet  stumps  in  a  state  of  decay,  caused  by  the  ravages  of  foot  rot  or  the 
aggressions  of  ants,  he  is  glad  to  fill  the  vacancies  with  stock  of  the  sour 
orange  or  grape  fruit."

Propagated  on  Pomelo  Roots— Medium,  flattened,  color  is  not  red,  like  the 
King  and  Tangerine,  but  a  deeper  yellow  than  the  Mandarin;  rind  and  seg- 
ments part  freely,  fine-grained,  tender,  juicy,  sweet  and  delicious,  entirely 
seedless.    Tree  thornless,  and  bears  young. 

The  Satsuma,  a  Mandarin  va- 
riety, was  brought  to  Florida  from 
Japan  some  years  ago  by  Gen. 
Van  Valkenburg,  a  former  resi- 
dent of  that  country.  In  Japan  it 
is  called  Oonshiu,  and  it  has  been 
designated  by  some  subsequent 
importers  as  u  Kii  Seedless." 
When  first  introduced,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mrs.  Van  Valkenburg, 
it  was  called  Satsuma, after  one  of 
the  chief  cities  of  the  Island  King- 
dom ;  it  is  generally  known  in  mar- 
ket and  pomology  by  this  name.  SATSUMA  orange. 


Ripens  Early.— The  Satsuma  ripens  early;  we  do  not  mean  by  this  that 
(like  so  many  so-called  oranges)  it  is  not  too  sour  and  immature  to  sell  if  arti- 
ficially ''colored  up,1'  but  that  it  really  ripens  early.  In  October  it  is  golden 
yellow  on  the  trees,  as  bright  and  fully  colored  as  we  are  wont  to  see  oranges 
at  Christmas,  and  the  interior  is  not  disappointing;,  the  segment  sacs— deep, 
translucent,  orange-yellow,  the  color  of  ripeness — are  bursting  full  of  rich, 
sweet,  exquisitely  flavored  juice,  all  its  qualities  fully  developed.  It  is  every- 
where an  early  ripening  sort.

LATE  VARIETIES. 


JOPPA  LATE. 


Propagated  on  Pomelo  and  Sour  Roots — This  valuable  orange  was  originated 
at  San  Gabriel,  Cal.,  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Chapman,  from  seeds  obtained  by  him  from 
Joppa,  Palestine.    Mr.  Chapman  is  very  extensively  engaged  in  citrus  culture. 

He  has  imported  and  grown  most 
every  known  variety,  and  consid- 
ers the  Joppa  about  the  most 
profitable  to  propagate  exten- 
sively. The  Joppa  orange  does 
not  drop ;  it  is  very  tenacious  and 
keeps  on  the  tree  till  very  late 
without  deterioration.  The  mar- 
kets often  become  glutted,  on 
account  of  most  varieties  coming 
in  all  at  once,  the  Joppa  hangs  on 
the  tree  till  there  is  a  demand  for 
choice  oranges  at  high  prices,  or 
can  be  picked  early.  The  fruit  is 
sweet  from  the  time  it  commences  to  color.  The  fruit  is  very  uniform,  oblong, 
medium  to  large,  and  practically  seedless,  thin  rind,  very  solid  and  free  from 
fluff  or  rag.  The  pulp  is  fine,  juicy  and  very  sweet.  The  tree  is  an  upright 
and  vigorous  grower,  has  no  thorns — it  is  entirely  thornless — thus  the  fruit 
does  not  get  damaged  as  it  does  on  thorny  trees.  We  can  speak  for  this  orange 
as  the  latest  and  best,  as  we  have  fruited  it  for  several  years  in  Florida.  We 
fruited  this  remarkable  orange  in  our  groves  in  Florida  in  1890  for  the  first  time 
and  can  recommend  it  as  a  perfect  orange  in  every  respect,  the  most  prolific  in 
growth  of  all,  and  is  from  fifty  to  sixty  days  later  than  Hart's  Tardiff  or 
Valencia  Late.  The  late  freeze  necessitated  the  rebudding  of  some  of  our 
grove  trees  and  all  of  our  rebudding  was  made  from  our  Joppa  Late  variety. 

Following  is  an  extract  from  report  by  E.  H.  Hart  in  Thomas'  American 
Fruit  Culturist:  u  Joppa.  Originated  in  1877  from  seed  procured  by  Mr.  A.  B. 
Chapman,  of  San  Gabriel,  Cal.,  from  Palastine.  Tree  thornless  and  strong 
growing.  Fruit  oblong,  almost  seedless,  with  thin  rind,  solid,  juicy  and  very 
sweet.  Can  be  gathered  early  or  left  on  the  tree  until  midsummer.  Said  to  be 
the  heaviest  orange  grown  and  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  and  while  some  re- 
gard the  flavor  as  hardly  first-rate,  others  praise  it  highly  and  think  that  when 
better  known  it  will  be  largely  planted.  Many  of  the  choicest  varieties  of 
oranges  owe  their  peculiar  excellence  to  admixtures,  more  or  less  remote,  with 
some  other  members  of  the  citrus  family.  Some  recent  hybrids  of  C.  nobilis 
and  C.  pomelanus  have  developed  a  superlative  refinement  in  certain  lines, 
indicating  that  when  in  the  course  of  time  the  efforts  of  experimenters  shall 
have  been  crowned  with  a  fruit  combining  in  harmonious  proportions  the  best 
qualities  of  all,  the  result  will  be  an  orange  worth  having."

Although  the  surface  of  the  rind  is  uneven  and  some- 
times knotty,  the  fruit  is  large  and  handsome,  as  well  as  unique  and  peculiar, 
and  the  exquisite,  high  coloring  of  the  interior,  orange-red  flesh  in  buff  linings, 
make  it  a  very  attractive  dessert  fruit.  It  ripens  late,  not  reaching  maturity 
before  April,  and  commands  a  high  price.  No  orange  is  more  profitable.  The 
trees  are  strong,  vigorous  growers,  and  very  productive,  and  is  claimed  will 
stand  more  cold  than  the  Satsuma.

MARSH  SEEDLESS. 

Propagated  on  Pomelo  and  Sour  Roots— It  is  a  medium  sized  fruit  (will 
pack  forty-eight  to  fifty-four  to  the  box),  with  a  very  thin  rind,  with  about 
half  the  usual  amount  of  bitter.  It  is  a  true  grape  fruit  and  not  a  hybrid,  with 
all  the  characteristics  of  the  common  varieties,  with  the  exception  of  being

almost  seedless.  Sometimes  you  will  find  a  fruit  containing  three  or  four 
shells  of  seeds,  but  as  a  rule  they  have  none  at  all.  With  the  absence  of  seed, 
the  amount  of  juice  increases,  the  flavor  improves,  and  the  fruit  retains  its 
noted  qualities;  the  pulp  and  meat  are  as  dark  and  full  of  juice  as  the  Maltese 
Blood  or  Joppa  Late  orange.  In  serving  this  fruit  you  are  not  required  to 
remove  from  eighty  to  ninety  seeds,  as  is  necessary  in  other  varieties,  but  it  is 
ready  for  the  table  when  cut  in  halves.  The  fruit  is  much  in  favor  on  account 
of  being  a  late  and  good  shipper,  it  not  having  seeds  that  germinate  when  left 
on  the  trees  or  in  storage,  increasing  its  keeping  qualities  to  a  great  extent. 
The  old  seedling  tree,  from  which  we  originated  our  propagation,  was  a  prolific 
bearer  of  seedless,  thin  smooth  skinned  fruit  for  thirty  years,  bearing  its  fruit 
in  immense  clusters.  In  December,  1894,  we  sent  Mr.  S.  B.  Heiges,  U.  S.  Pom- 
ologist  at  Washington,  D.  C,  a  case  of  fruit  ;  below  you  will  find  his  report. 

Department  of  Agriculture,  Pomologist's  report  for  1894  and  1895  says: 
"  The  following  is  the  record  of  the  Marsh  Seedless  Pomelo  received  December 
10,1894:  Size,  large;  dimensions,  o1^  by  3^  inches ;  surface,  smooth  ;  color, 
lemon  yellow;  weight,  heavy;  peel  adherance,  quite  free;  texture,  tender; 
juice,  almost  transparent;  quantity,  abundant.  This  fruit  is  desirable  on  ac- 
count of  the  few  seeds  that  it  contains.  Its  quality  is  also  good.— S.  B.  Heiges, 
Pomologist."
